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Address Delivered Before HiRh School, 
Frankfort. Ky„ La Payette Day, 
by Dr. U. V. Williams. 

Marie Jean Tmil Joseph Itoch YVW 
Giltint M,,tirr I>e I. a Payette, born 
▲OYergne, France, 4(!0 milo-i fr« m 
Paris, a< ,,t. 6, 17r,7, of a noble family. 
Ilisfiitiicr was a Olonel In the French 
Grenadiers, anel fell in the battle of 
Minelen, ti few months before his 
birtli. His i«arjy training fell upon 
his mother, n lady of high position 
and excellent qualities. He entered 
college at the age of 12 years., and 
was a remarkably apt and precocious 
student. His mother died a year 
afjpr his entering college, in 1770, 
and his grandfather, dying a few 
months later, left him in possession 
of a large fortune. At 16 he became 
a page to Marie Antoinette, Queen of 
France, the wife of Louis XVI, and 
daughter of the famous Marie 
Therese, of Austria, whom the popu- 
lace so cordially hated and finally 
beheaded in 17K2. His early social 
life was begun in a sea of discontent, 
and may have had much to do with 
shaping his life of open hostility to 
monarchy and tyranny. Here he 
was enrolled in the Queen's musket- 
eers. Two years later, at the a^e of 
17, he married (1774) the Countesse 
De Noailles, a lady of high virtue 
and courage. In 17711 he was sta- 
tioned at Metz, where some French 
officers gave a dinner to the Duke of 
Gloucester, who was the brother of 
the King of England, and who was 
to be the ruler of America. The bold 
effort being made by the Americans 
fired the soul of young La Fayette, 
and molded the character that stands 
alone In all history— constant, un- 
selfish, magnanimous, the advocate 
of equal rights, the foe of tyranny, a 
Republican, and the friend of all Re- 
publican institutions. 

The closing years of the 18th cen- 
tury ushered in a nw era, formed a 
new hope. Truth had lighted her 
beacon fires on the hill tops of the 
new World, and the eyes of the old 
were turned in strained vi>ion to be- 
hold the halo of liberty, and the 
masses to dream of equal right!. 
This new truth was first evolved by, 
and directed against, British oppres- 
sion. On June 7th, 177(5, Richard 
Henry Lee, of Virginia, offered a 
resolution In Congress declaring 
"that the United Colonies are, and of 
right ought to be, free and independ- 
ent States; that they are absolved 
from all allegiance to the British 
Crown, and that all political connec- 
tion! between them and the Stale of 
Great Britain is, and ought to be, 
totally dissolved." This resolution 
was adopted by nine out of the thir- 
teen Colonies, and a committee of 
Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, 
Benj. Franklin, Roger Bherman and 
Robert K. Livingston were intruded 
to prepare a Declaration in accord 
ance with the above resolution. The 
celebrated Declaration of Independ- 
ence, written by Mr. Jellerson, based 
upon the equality of men, and the 
universal right of self-government, 
asserting that all government derives 
its Just powers from the consent of 



was adopted July 4, 177(1), touched a 
responsive chord acro-s the Atlantic, 
and fired the heart of the young 
French nobleman. From the smok- 
ing streets of Lexington, and the 
b«ttle*»Wept heights of Hunker Hill 
rose to his mind the Republic of the 
New World. The French govern- 
ment was in sympathy with, the 
m jvement in the American Colonies, 
and early in the autumn of 1770 sent 
t.i the Colonial Government secretly, 
80,0. )0 standi of arms, 80,000 uni- 
forms, 2(10 cannon and large quanti- 
ties of ammunition. Without this 
and other aid from France the Col- 
onies never could have won their 
Independence. 

It was about this time in the Revo- 
lution that the final incentive of La. 
Fayette was put into execution by 
the discussion of affairs at the cele- 
brated dinner at Met I to the Duke of 
Gloucester. His determination to go 
to America was opposed by his fam- 
ily. Consulting with some of the 
French ministry in sympathy with 
his desires, he was introduced by 
DeKalbto Silas Dean, one of the 
Commissioners sent by the Congress 
to France. A mutual conference 
and agreement was reached by which 
Lit Fayette was to go to America, in 
his own ship, fitted up at his expense 
and carrying arms, ammunition, etc., 
and with the promise of a commis- 
sion of Major-General in the Revo- 
lutionary Army. Then he purchas- j 
ed a ship, but, finding it impossible 
to sail from a French port (not hav-J 
ing the King's permission to leave 
the French service), he sent his ship 
to Spain. Here he met the violent 
opposition of his family and the 
French King, who had him arrested 
and brought back to France. But he 
was not to be deterred from his en- 
terprise, and, disguised as a post boy, 
he crossed the Spanish frontier, and 
• sailed on the 20th of April, 1777, and 
landed near Charleston on the 4th of 
June, after a tedious and perilous 
voyage. At Charleston he met Gen. 
Moultrie, and was so charmed by 
that gallant soldier, and his defense 
oftheForton Sullivan Island that 
he gave him arms and accoutrements 
for 100 men. 

From here he made his way to 
Philadelphia to the Congress, and 
reported, but to his surprise that 
body refused to carry out Dean's 
contract with him. Seizing his pen 
he wrote to Congress: "After the 
Sacrifice I have made, 1 have a right 
to exact two favors ; one is to serve 
at my own expense, the* other la to 
serve as a volunteer." This epistle 
bad its cffect,and, on the ,11st of July 
1777, he was made a Major-( leneral, 
before he w as twenty years of age; 
and tl^e next day was presented to 
Washington, and from that moment 
sprang up an intimacy and Mendship 
of kindled spirits only ended by 
death. On the 1 1th of September of 
that year was fought the battle of 
Brandywine, where the American 
forces were defeated and La Fayette 
WOUnded, here shedding Ids first 
blOOd. In this, his first battle, his 
courage was established, Continuing 




at the head of his men until he faint- 
ed frmn loss of blood. He was con- 
veyed by water to Philadelphia for 
treatment, but from thence to Beth- 
lehem, where he was nursed by tbe 
Moravian sisters six weeks; but, be- 
fore the wound was healed so as to 
enable him to wear a boot, he formed 
an expedition under Gen. Green to 
operate in New Jersey, and in an 
engagement at Gloucester he routed 
the Hessians, and was complimented 
by Greene. 

In December, 1777, he was given 
command of a division, and went 
into winter quarters at Valley Forge. 
On the 6th of February, 1773, the 
French ministry declared for the in- 
dependence of the United States. His 
achievements at Monmouth were 
brilliant and decisive. He obtained 
a leave of absence of Congress to sail 
again to France to reinstate himself 
in the good graces of Louis XV 
set sail on that tour on the 11th of 
January, 1779. 

In August of that year he received 
the sword voted him by Congress, 
which was presented by the grand- 
son of Franklin, and on it was in- 
ert bed : "Gloucester, Monmouth, 
Barren Hill, Rhode Island, and from 
the American Congress to .Marques 
De La Fayette." 

In 1780 he again sailed to Amer- 
ica, after having been of the greatest 
service In France to the cause of the 
United States and the Revolutionary 
army. He arrived in Boston in 
April 27, 1780, bearing a commission 
to Washington of Lieut. -General o 
the French army, from the King of 
France. This was to prevent diffi- 
culties, OS the French had sent 6,000 

troops to aid us, already officered, 
and this commission placed our 
Washington superior In command. 

All this was due to I, i Fayette. 

lie was assigned to duty with 2,000 
men lo watch the British in New 
York, and while here he was one of 
a Court Martial that condemned Maj. 
Andre as a spy. 

When Arnold Invaded Virginia, 
in the summer of ITfil, Washington 
dispatched LaFayetteto oppose htm. 
Lord Comwallis took command of 
the British forces in May, and 
wrote home "The boy cannot escape 
me." L. Fayette retreated until re- 
inforced by Wayne, and then re- | 



turned to attack Comwallis, who 
finally took post at Yorktown. La- 
Fttyette eui otr bis retreat southward. 
Washington hastened from the north 
and Rochambeau entered the Chesa- 
peake. 

At the seige of Yorktown I.al'ay- 
ette made so impetuous an attack, 
sword in hand, that the redoubt was 
carried, and, on the 10th of October, 
Cornwallis capitulated with 8,000 
prisoners, 214 cannon and fel pain of 
colors into the hands of the all I 

The name of La Fayette, Wa 
ton and Rochambeau sounded every 
where, and again, on tbe 22d of De- 
cember, 17S1, he sailed for France, 
where he was received with th 
greatest enthusiasm. New supplit 
and men were raised by France for 
another expedition, but before it 
sailed a final treaty of peace was 
signed, 20th or January, 1783. 

In 1784 he was invited by Wash- 
ington to visit him in his quiet re- 
tirement at Mt. Vernon. Every- 
where he met the most enthusiastic 
welcome, and arrived at Mt. Vernon 
Ifttll of August, where he remained 
12 days in the happiest reunion with 
the great Washington. Again he 
was received by Congress where, in 
a public address, he closed with these 
words: "May this immense temple 
of freedom ever stand a lesson to op- 
pressors, an example to the oppressed 
and a sanctuary for the rights of man- 
kind." 

Of his connection with the French 
revolution and subsequent events, 
his arrest and imprisonment for two 
years, and the attempt of Washing- 
ton for his release, and his subse- 
quent return to France, through the ] 
great Napoleon, we need not here 
speak of, as it belongs to another 
nation's history. 

i March 3, 1803, Congress instructed 
the Secretary of War to issue Gen.! 
LaFayette warrants to 11,520 acres 
of land, one-half a township, which 
was located on the west bank of the j 
Mississippi river, upon which patents 
were issued in 1810 and 1813. 

In 1834 Consress, by unanimous 
vote, requested President Monroe to 
write him to visit this country. The 
invitation was accepted and while 

, here Congress granted him $200,000 
in cash, and a township in Florida 
containing 23,028* acres. The city 
of Talahasse is located on part of it. 

In 1824, when he visited this coun- 
try, he made the tour of all the 
States. His western tour Included 
the Gulf Staffs, the Mississippi Val- 
ley and the States bordering on the 
Ohio. In Mav, 1825, he visited Ken- 
tucky. Debarking at Louisville, he 
came bv carriage to Frankfort, on 
the old State road, ami remained 
over night six mil's west of Frank* 
fort, at the old Hunter Tavern, now 

the home of Mrs. Judge Brown, at 

Bridgeport, where he was met by a 

committee, who escorted him to the 
then Sugar Tree Grove, now the 
property of Mr. Choi. Clark, 1J 
miles from Frankfort. Mere he was 
met by the military aval the entire 
population of this and surrounding 
counties, when he was escorted into 
the Capital of Kentucky amid the 
booming of cannon and the wildest 
enthusiasm. 

On leaving the Gapltal he was es- 
corted to ntaiinnatl by Gov. Desha 
and a number of the principal citi- 
izens of the State, and by them trans- 
ferred to the citizens of Ohio, on the 
banks of the Ohio, in Covington. In

I Republican institutions and take 
prieie in the elignified character of 
'citizenship. So, when they reflect 
on the toils in the war of inelepend- 
ence, on the source to which they 
owe the>se various institutions, they 
will be more disposed to cherish the 
sentiments of mutual affection be- 
tween the several parts of the con- 
federacy."
